Murder Charge 


THE hearing was resumed in 
Waterville, Co. Kerry, yester- 
day, of the murder charge - against 
Thomas O’Shea (23), Ardkearagh, 
and John Brennan (35), Toor, 
Waterville, both married farmers, 
who are accused of shootin 
Michael P. O'Sullivan (49), married, 
farmer, Ardkearagh, on January 
12th, 1943, in a cow byre at his 
home. 
Dr. Hurley said that the accused 
man, Brennan, arrived at his home 
on January 12th, 1943, at 8.30 p.m., 
new time, breathless and incoherent. 
He mentioned that something 
serious had occurred—a shooting or 
something. As. witness proceeded 
to the home of the deceased man 
he met the other accused man, 
O'Shea, who told him that O’Sulli- 
van was dead. 


TIME OF DEATH 


He (witness) thought it strange 
that Brennan, when he told him to 
go to the house of the dead man, 
did not mention he was dead, be- 
cause when witness saw the body 
he formed the impression that 
O'Sullivan was dead longer than the 
time it would have taken Brennan 
to come to witness’s house. His im- 
pression, based on experiente. was 
that the deceased man was dead 
certainly an hour, and very pr 
bably two hours, when he saw him 
at 8.55 p.m. on January 12th. 

On examining the wound in 
O’Sullivan’s chest, he informed the 
Garda eant who was with him 
that O'Sullivan had died from a 
wound, but that he could not state 
the cause of the wound. Later a 
post-mortem revealed that death 
was due to a gunshot wound which 
penetrated the heart. gi

the most important of these 
events has been the Allied offen- 
sive in Italy. The situation on the 
Italian front had reached a point 
at which a complete stalemate 
seemed to have been created, but 
suddenly a complete change was. 
brought. about when General 
Alexander went over to the offen- 
sive. Having achieved a junction 
between the Eighth and the Fifth 
Armies, the. Allied commander 
proceeded to attack the German 
lines in terrific strength. During 
the lull, Marshal von Kesselring 
had: not been altogether idle. He 
had constructed a series of de- 
fences in depth between Cassino 
and Rome which were as closely 
approximate to invulnerability as 
any position that had been forti- 
fied during the present war. Yet 
the Allied onslaught was so over- 
whelming that even the most 
hardened and gallant German 
troops were forced to yield 
ground; and after some exceed- 
ingly heavy fighting, the Fifth 
Army, under General Mark Clark, 
contrived to cross the Pontine 
Marshes, and to establish contact 
with those troops that had been 
holding the Anzio-Nettuno beach- 
head since last January. The 
German bulletins freely admit 
that the Allies are attacking in 
irresistible force. A report from 
Berlin yesterday stated that north 
of Cassino the German troops 
were disengaging themselves 
from the enemy, but that the 
Eighth Army was pressing hard 
on their heels. It is revealed now 
for the first time by Marshal 
Messe, Chief of the Italian 
General Staff in Naples, that 
Italian troops are taking part in 
the fighting, thus adding one more 
element to the almost incredibly 
complicated congeries of Allied 
soldiery that is making its way 
towards Rome. According to 
Allied reports, the vanguard of 
General Alexander’s attacking 
forces had reached a point yester- 
day only about 15 miles from the 
Italian capital. Of course, the 
Alban Hills still constitute a 
formidable barrier in the path of 
General Alexander’s armies; ‘ but 
the fact is that they have reached 
a point nearer to Rome than 
Greystones or Skerries is to 
Dublin. The most interesting 
speculation now is whether 
or not Marshal von Kesselring 
will decide to defend the Eternal 
City. | 
Opinions differ on this point. 
According to a Berlin statement, 
Rome has ceased to matter 
strategically to either side. It is 
quite possible, therefore, that the 
German High Command _ will 
choose to abandon the Italian 
capital and to make its real stand 
in positions which already have 
been prepared farther towards 
the north. In his recent House 
of Commons speech, Mr. Winston 
Churchill expressed the cryptic 
hope that, after all, Rome might 
be spared the horrors of a 
military attack ; and there is no 
doubt that strong efforts have 
been made of late by neutral 
Powers, including Spain and Eire, 
to convince both sets of 
belligerents that civilised feeling 
throughout the world would be 
outraged if the city of Rome 
should be turned into a military 
cockpit. As matters stand at 
present, the layman finds it 
utterly impossible to assess the 
military importance of the 
offensive in Italy. For more than 
a year now the whole world has 
been waiting for the establishment 
of a second front in Europe. 
Throughout the winter and the 
early spring the Russians main- 
tained a continuous series of 
gigantic offensives; but even 
Russian soldiers sometimes must 
get tired, and since the thaws set 
in there has been a marked 
absence of activity of any kind 
in the east. Does this halt mean 
that the Russians are biding their 
time until the British and 
Americans decide to launch their 
attack in the west ? Is the Italian 
offensive to be regarded merely 
as a diversionary move, or is it 
a major operation itself ? Nobody 
outside the inner councils of the 
Allied Powers can answer these 
questions. Doubtless the answer 
will be forthcoming in due course, 
but in the ‘meantime the Allies 
are keeping not only the Germans, 
but also their own people, 
in a condition of speculative 
suspense. . Here in Ireland, and, 
indeed, in. many other parts of 
the world, what immediately 
matters is the fate of Rome. 
The inhabitants of the Italian 
capital already can hear the 
thunder of the contending guns 
in the Alban Hills. To a modern

OBITUARY 
MR. E. WICKHAM 


Mr. Edward Wickham, who died 
at Wexford yesterday, was one of 
the best-known lifeboat coxswains 
in the world. During the 30 years 
he was in charge of the Rosslare 
hfeboat until his retirement 18 
years ago he took part in many 
rescues. He was coxswain of the 
Rosslare lifeboat in 1914, when the 
Norwegian ship, Mexico, was lost 
off South exford. When the 
Fethard lifeboat had capsized, with 
the loss of nine lives, Coxswain 
Wickham, -after several gallant 
attempts during a thc-ee-day ordeal, 
saved most of the Mexico’s crew. 
It was the greatest rescue of the 
century. He was decorated for 
gallantry by the ae of England, 
Norway and Denmark, and by the 
French President.

BRITISH FILMS

million feet of film in the year 
ended September 30th last, com- 
pared with 44,278 million feet in 
the previous year. 

British Films accounted for 9,013 
million feet, or 20.13 per cent., as 
my “wine with 21.12 in 1942, says 
the rd of Trade Journal. 

The aggregate length of lon 
films was 41,084 million feet, o 
which 7,712.million feet, or 18.77 
per cent., were British, as compared 
with 18.8 per cent. in 1942. —. 

Under the Cinematograph Films 
Act exhibiters were required to 
show a minimum of 15 per cent. of 
British long films and 12.5 per cent. 
of short films.
